Iraqi COR and Presidency Council continue to pursue election law 



COR Passes an Amended Version of the Election Law After Hashimi Veto: 
• The Iraqi parliament approved an amended version of the election law on November 
23, days after Vice President Tariq al-Hashimi vetoed the law, noting the need for 
additional seats to be allocated for Iraqis living abroad. Under the amended law, the 
votes of refugees and exiles would be counted in their home provinces. The law also 
stipulates that the voter rolls will be based on food ration data from 2005. The law 
did not directly increase the number of seats allocated to minorities, internally 
displaced and refugees to 15 % of the total, as Hashimi had demanded when he cast 
his veto.

Hydrocarbons Package : The Framework Law was resubmitted to the Oil and Gas Committee on October 26, 
2008 and then returned to the Council of Ministers. There has been no progress on the other three laws in the 
package. 

NGO Law : This law will regulate the operations and funding of Non-Governmental Organizations operating 
within Iraq. It received its first reading in the Council of Representatives on April 20, 2009. 



National Elections Law : An amended election law was passed on November 23, 2009. 
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POLITICAL - Reftigee Update 




■ There are approximately 295,000 Iraqi refugees currently registered with UNHCR in 
neighboring countries. There are likely significant numbers of unregistered refugees as 
well. UNHCR reports that 1.5 million Iraqis displaced by sectarian violence following the 
Samarra Mosque bombing of February 2006 remain internally displaced in Iraq. 

■ In FY09, the State Department's Bureau of Population, Refugees and Migration contributed 
$ 303.4 million to international organizations and nongovernmental organizations to assist 
displaced Iraqis inside the country and in the region. 

■ Since the program's inception in FY07, 35,801 Iraqi refugees have been admitted for U.S. 
resettlement, an increase of 1,533 since the beginning of the fiscal year. The U.S. admitted 
18,838 Iraqi refugees in FY09. 

■ As of September 2009, a total of l,606Special Immigrant Visa (SIVs) have been issued for 
Iraqi translators and interpreters (and their dependents) since FY07 (under the Section 1059 



■ As of September 2009, a total of 3,028 SIVs have been issued for Iraqis employed by or on 
behalf of the U.S. government (and their dependents) since FY08 (under the Section 1244

• Secretary of Defense Robert Gates said on November 19 that the possibility of Iraq's 
postponement of its January national elections is not currently affecting plans for troop 
withdrawal. Gates said at a news conference at the Pentagon that plans were moving 
forward for a large U.S. withdrawal next spring. The Iraqi parliament passed the election 
law again on November 23 following Vice President Tariq al-Hashimi's veto, which came 
on November 18. The election law must now go before the Presidency Council again for 
approval.

Iraq's Ministry of Oil releases bidding rules for second-round oil licensing auction 

Second Licensing Auction Rules Released by Iraq's Ministry of Oil: 
• The Iraqi Ministry of Oil released bidding rules and final model contracts for the 
second-round oil licensing auction. The Ministry's Petroleum Contracts and Licensing 
Directorate (PCLD) set two bidding parameters: U.S. dollar per barrel remuneration 
fee and production plateau target. The PCLD indicated that the best bidding scores 
would be calculated based on more weight, approximately 80%, being placed on the 
remuneration fee. This would, in theory, stop bidding companies from raising the 
production plateau too high in order to gain more returns from super-giant fields. 
The ten groups of oil and gas fields in question are: Majnoon, West Qurna-2, Halfaya 
and Garraf in southern Iraq, East Baghdad and Badra in the center, Qayarah, Najmah 
in the north, Eastern fields Qumer, Gilabat, Nau Doman and Khashm al-Ahmar (gas 
field) —northeast of Baghdad, and Middle Furat fields Kifl, West Kifl and Merjan in the 
center of the country. The Ministry of Oil estimates that these fields could provide an 
additional production of 2.6 million barrels per day of oil. There are 44 companies 
pre-qualified for the second bidding round, which is set for December 11-12.

• Nippon Oil Cooperation representatives from a Japanese-led consortium are expected 
to meet with Iraqi Ministry of Oil officials in late November. Sabah Abdulkadhem al- 
Saadi, head of the legal and commercial department at the PCLD, said the meeting 
would finalize a potential engineering, procurement, and construction contract on the 
Nassiriyah oil field. Saadi said, "If they [Nippon's representatives] agree to our 
conditions, we could draft an agreement and sign it."

Iraq's parliament approves amendments to the Investment Law 

Iraqi Parliament Re-Passes Amendments to the Investment Law: 
• The Iraqi parliament passed an amendment to its National Investment Law on 
November 23, that would allow foreigners to own land for housing projects and 
establish a committee to review land use, among other things. These amendments 
were originally passed in mid-October, but were sent back to the CoR for a minor 
change in language on the authority of the Prime Minister's office to appoint 
provincial officials. Lawmakers said that the new law was designed to streamline 
regulations and applications for foreign investment. "This is a huge achievement for 
everybody, the parliament, the cabinet and the Iraqi people. This will remove many 
obstacles blocking the investment process in Iraq," National Investment Commission 
Chairman Sami al-Araji told Reuters. The new law, which still needs to be approved 
by the Presidency Council, is intended to a speed up the process of applying for 
investment licenses, and to clarify federal and provincial powers when dealing with 
investors.
